Wasninctoxn, D. C., Dec. 4.—Representative 
Keifer, of Ohio, who is a strong personal friend 
of President Hayes, said today that the finan-

Wasninoton, D. C., Dec. 4.— There was noth- 
ing accomplished in either House to-day, and 
both Houses adjourned until Monday. The 
Democrats, wLo have the responsible control of 
legislation, seem disposed to make haste slow- 
ly.“ The interval between now and Monday 
will be devoted to planning upon both sides, 
and from a strategic and political polut of 
view there is something to think about. The 
Democrats bave been iusisting that, there were 
to be dissensions among the Republicans on the 
finance questions, and that the Democracy had 
only to wait to see the unity of the Republicans 
destroyed,and to regain for themseives from these 
dissensiens what they lost through the speeches 
and policy of the extra session, Joe Blackburn 
has said: “This fluauce row is entirely with the 
Bepublicans; the Democrats have nothing to do 
with it.“ Gen. Chalmers says: The course 
for the Democrats is to stand aloof from a fight 
which the Repablicans have commenced.“ Mor- 
rison, of Illinois, thinks “The best thing that 
we ean do is to ignore this question as far as it 
is raised dy the Republicans.“ Thurman echoes 
Fernando Wood declares that the 
Republicans must be permitted to fight it out; 
but it happens that the

His resolution 
is referred, at his desire, t a committee of 
which be is Chairman. In advance of any de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States upon the subject, Bayard, as a part of bis 
Presidential platform, wil] ask Congress to de- 
clare that the view whicn the Democratic oppo- 
nents of the prosecution of the War held in 
1861 as to legal-tenders are the views which 
SHOULD NOW BE TAKEN, 

and that the greenbdDacks should not now have, 
and never ought to have had, any legal-tender 
quality. Mr. Bayard expeets the Democracy to 
follow him, but he has probably discovered al- 
ready that his party is nearly rent asunder be- 
fore his resolution has been even considered in 
committee. Southern Democrats say that their 
Senators, after conferen@es with ex-Gov. 
Hendricks and other Northern Demo@atic 
leaders, hae determined to ignore financial 
and to renew the aggressive policy of the two 
last sessions, refusmg appropriations unless 
saddled with political restrictions. 

It has been remarked to-day that some brief 
remarks made yesterday by Seuator Bayard, ex- 
planatory of the joint resolution which he offered 
to abrogat@ the legal-tender feature of United 
States Tre@surv notes, do not appear in the offi- 
cial repor®of the Senate’s proceedings, pub- 
lished in the Congressional Record of this morn- 
ing. The Senator’s joint resolution accords with 
the views of the President, and he was under- 
stood to say yesterday that this was sound Dem- 
ocratic doctrine, in accordance with the posi- 
tion taken by the Democratic party when the 
Upited States Treasury notes were first issued, 
but not a word of this comment has been Jet go 
upon the record. The resolution introduced by 
Senator Bayard yesterday will undoubtedly re- 
ceive its first attention. Senator Bayard pro- 
fesses to believe that the most of the Demo- 
cratic Senators will support the movement, 
which, in effect, takes away the legal-tender 
quality of greenbacks; but the prevalent im- 
pression is, that the resolution will never de 
brought back into the Senate, much less pass 
that body and go to the House. 


REFUNDING. 
TWO OPPOSING SCHEMES, 
Mpectal Dispaich te The Triduna 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Dec. 4.—Senator Mor- 
rill to-day introduced a bill, and bad it referred 
to the Committee on Finauce, authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to refund at 4 per 
cent all outstanding bonds which now bear 
interest at a bigherrate. The bill is a dupli- 
cate of that introduced yesterday in the House 
by Gen. Gartield, and embodies the views of 
Secretary Sherman. It is thought that the bill 
will pass. 

FERNANDO WOOD’s BILL. 

The proposition, to fund the bonds maturing 
in 1880 and 1881 in bonds not bearing a higher 
rate of interest than 344 per cent, of which Mr. 
Fernando Wood is the special champion, meets 
with very few advocates, despite the attempts 
that the friends of the speculative clique now cou- 
troling the bood market are making to create the 
impressions that the majority of the Committee 
on Ways and Means side with Mr. Wood, and 
will join him in opposing Secretary Sherman's 
bill, introduced by Gen. Garfieid in the House 
yesterday, and by Mr. Morrill in the Senate to- 
day. Mr. Wood’s bill is regarded by 
Treasury officials asa measure for the obstruc- 
tion of refunding. No one at all familiar with 
financial transactions of this character believes 
that the Government can possibly sell $782,000,- 
000 of 34¢ per cent bonds at par within the next 
two years. 

Secretary Sherman, who is unquestionably 

AS HIGH AN AUTHORITY 

on the subject as we have, emphatically de- 
clares that he cannot refund the outstanding 5 
and 6 per cent loans with bonds bearing a lower 
rate of interest than 4 per cent. It is not 
doubted by the Treasury minds that 
the clique who are interested in maintaining 
the premium on the 4 per cent bonds are doing 
all they can to prevent the proposed refunding, 
since the passage ef the measure recommended 
by Secretary Sherman would immediately re- 
duce the price of these bonds from their present 
market quotation, which is 103K, to par. Much 
of the opposition to the Secretary’s bill is natu- 
rally attributed to Wall street influences, and, 
the fact that Mr. Wood is the leader of the re- 
sumption obstructionists, does not tend to 
change that opinion. 


GRANGERS AND RAILROADS 
THE OLD LEGISLATION REVIVED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dee. 4.—The presenta- 
tion in the House to-day of a petition from the 
National Grauge and Patrons of Husbandry, 
asking to have the action of Congress to relieve 
the country from railroad extortion, is regarded 
as the forerunver of efforts to some solution of 
the railroad problem. The consideration of 
this petition and questions which grow out of 
it, together with the Reagan bill, which is again 
to de pressed, and the fact that Eaton (Conn.). 
a State-rights Bourbon, again introduced 
a bell to create a commission of five persons, 
with power to regulate railroad and steam- 
boat companies, is considered as indicative 
of an intention on the part of the Democracy 
to take some steps towards controlling rail- 
roads, ‘The discussion of the question suggest, 
ed in these three propositions must necessarily 
cover ali the ground of the power of Congress 
over the military post-roads and inter-State 
commerce. if the debate should show that 
there would be any prospect of the passage of 
such a bill as the Eaton, there would be an at- 
tempt made to enlarge the powers of the Com- 
mission so as to include remedies for grievances 
as to discrimination aud unreasonable rates. 


MORMON MATTERS.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISING INSPECTOR. 
Wasuineoton, D. C., Dec. 4—James A. Du- 
mont, Supervising luspector General of Steam 


Vessels, in his report shows that during the lasé 
fiscal year there were 4,289 steamers inspecred 
aud 15.212 officers licensed. The total number 
of lives lost by aeccideots from various muses 
was 77, Aol which are not chargeable to ac- 
cidents resulting from the use of/Steam u navi- 
gation. Nothwithstanding an incresse of 400 
vessels to the steam merchant marwe since the 
last report, there has been a steady decrease in 
the number of fatal casualties. In view of the 
amendment to Sec. 4,458, Revised Statutes, con- 
tafned in Senate Bill No. 118, which, if passed, 
will reduce the amount of fees collected for 
the maintemance of the service to about 
$41,500 in round numbers /ess tuan its actual 
cost, the-fuspector Genemi says: “I deem it.

service for the payment of salaries and expenses 
a surplus of $430,738, which, added to @ surplus 
of $59,969 in excess of receipts during the past 
fiscal year, would give a total of $490,707,-a sud 
sufficient to meet such deficiency snould it 
occur through the reduction propesed ior the 
period of cleven years or upwards.

There has been a glorious Democratic 
victory in Madison Parish, La., where, in 
place of the usual Republican majority of 
2,500 to 2,800, a Democratic majority of 2,- 
200 1s returned.

The best evidence of the danger threat-

the ‘Executive recommendations, Senator 
Bararp’s plan will not achieve the Wall 
street purpose, while it is certain to excite 
distrust among Southern and Western Demo- 
orats. 

What is to be gained by declaring at the 
present time that greenbacks shall no longer 
be legal-tender? Such a declaration would 
not now affect their current value. The 
only practical result would be to require 
thereafter that the National banks redeem 
their notes in coin. Are the banks particu- 
larly anxious to assume this responsibility ? 
If they are, asimpler way to reach that re- 
sult will be through legislation specifically 
imposing such a condition upon them. A 
bill has already been proposed which re- 
quires them to keep one-half their reserves 
in coin, and that will be a wiser preparation 
for ultimate coin redemption for bank-notes 
than by a sudden and general decree, The 
time may come, sooner or later, when our 
surplus stock of precious metals will 
be drawn abroad to meet a reverse of 
the present balance of trade, That change 
might be followed by a run on 
the National banks to redeem their notes in 
coin, if such were the condition of their 
issues; such a run might drive the banks 
into a suspension, as has occurred more than 
once before in this country. In any possible 
emergency of this kind, it is a good deal safer 
for the country to have a stock of legal- 
tender money, sustained by an actual coin 
reserve in the Treasury vaults, than to again 
risk the danger of suspension and the evils 
inseparable from it. The present legal- 
tender character of the United States notes 
works noinjury to any honest interest or 
any honest man, while it is a protection 
against the danger of bank suspensions and 
commercial distress. The greenbacks would 
certainly be no better nor more serviceable 
if deprived of the legal-tender function, 
while, as security for the future against 
panics, that function is one that should be 
conserved until there shall be a sufficient 
legal or commercial reason for abandon- 
ing it. . 

The common sensd of the American 
people, which is always a safe guide for Con- 
gress, calls for non-interference with the 
present currency system. Both President 
Hayes and Secretary Sugrman have recog- 
nized this from the reception of their views 
as expressed in the former’s message and 
the latter’s report. The President has al- 
ready taken occasion to point out that he 
did not intendéo recommend the retirement 
of the greenbacks (as, indeed, he did not 


expressly), and that such a course should 


not be taken now if regarded as unwise or 
impolitic for any good reason. The Presi- 
dent’s intention was probably to place him- 
self on record as favoring the ultimate ex- 
tifiction of legal-tender Government notes, 
and he did not reflect that the present time 


is inopportune to urge that view. Secretary | 
Summa is now, as before, positively in favor 


of maintaining a system of Government notes 
redeemable in coin, and suggested the repeal 
of their legal-tender character partly in an- 
ticipation of a Supreme Court decision a 
year or two hence denying their legal-tender 
character and partly because he believes that 
quality not to be essential to their service. 
But there is reason to think that both gen- 
tlemen now regard their suggestions as ill- 
timed, and it is comforting to know that the 
Democrats, by their course in Congress, have 
debarred themselves from taking any parti- 
san advantage of the situation. The hope 


and the prospect are that both conservative 
Republicans and conservative Democrats will | 
unite upon the policy of non-interference, | 


and thus keep the agitation outside of party 
politics.

AN IMPORTANT BILL. 
There is a bill pending in the Lower House 
of Congress, introduced by the Hon. WILIA 


Almen, of this city, which embodies cer- | 


tain slight amendments of existing statutes 
on the subject of imports to the interior. 
This bill is so simple that no member can 
fail to understand its purport, and so just 
that it ought to secure the hearty support of 
every member of Congress. In the first 
place, existing statutes exempt from the 
privilege of transportation in bond to the 
interior wines, distilled spirits, perishable or 


explosive articles, and articles in bulk. It 


must be presumed that the law-makers of 
1870 had some reason for incorporating this 
prohibition in the statute, but what it was 
is not apparent now. There may have been 
a theory that wines and liquors would be 


especially liable to loss from waste or thiev- 
80 


ing, that explosive articles might 
up ke a rocket, that perish- 
able goods might utterly decay on 
the road from New York to Chicago in a 
couple of days, after having survived an 
ocean passage of weeks, and so entail a loss | 
of revenue. There seems to be no conceiva- | 
ble reason why pig-iron and salt (articles in 
bulk) should have been placed in the list of 
prohibited articles any more than dry goods 
in cases. At all events, the experience of 
nine years has demonstrated the impropriety 
of each and all of these exemptions, In a 
business involving many millions of dollars’ 
worth of merchandise transported into the 
interjor in bond, covering a period of nine 
years, the Government has never lost a dollar 
of revenue by reason of the loss of merchan- 
dise in inland transit. Accordingly the pend- 
ing bill provides for the repeal of the ex- 
emption clause of the statute. 

Existing statutes require that each and 
every impovter of merchandise destined for 
the interior shall give a bond in a penal sum 


the Secretary of the Treasury may require, 


shall deprive it forever of the privileges of 
transportation in bond,—that is to say, sub- 
ject it to seizure by the Collector as un- 
claimed and deposited in public store. 
As the theory of the law is that all merohan- 
dise intended for interior ports shall be im- 
mediately delivered to the proper bonded 
transportation companies, the pending bill 
repeals the warehouse and detention provis- 
ions, and provides simply that Merchan- 
dise so destined for immediate transportation 
alli be transferred, under proper supervis- 
ion, directly from the importing vessel to the 
car, vessel, or vehicle in which the same is 
to be transported to its final destination.” 
This is all there is of the bill, The in- 
tent of it is to remove vexatious hindrances 
to the free course of foreign trade with the 
interior. Merchants of the interior simply 
ask to be placed on an equal footing with 
those of the seaboard. They have served 
longer than Jacon served for Racuen. For 
nine years they have submitted to unjust 
disoriminations against their business. They 
ask now to be elevated to an equality of 
eommercial rights with their rivals of 
the East. There is a  prayision of 
the Constitution which the existing 
statutes contravene,—namely: that which 
provides that no preference shall be 
given by any regulation of commerce or 
revenue to the ports of one State over those 
of another.” The law which the pending 
bill proposes to modify is in conflict with 
the constitutional provision cited, and ought 
to be modified precisely as proposed. The 
bill embodies a simple act of justice, and 
should command the hearty support of every 
lover of justice East, West, North, and 
South. But especially should it command 
the undivided support of the Western and 
Southern delegations in both Houses of Con- 
gress. It proposes to right an existing 
wrong against every merchant and business- 
man in the Western and Southern interior. 
But above all other cities of the West the 
law, as it stands, injures Chicago. Remove 
the unjust restrictions which it imposes upon 
the foreign trade of this city, and the import 
business of Chicago will bound forward like 
a giant released from cruel bonds. Let our 
Senators and Representatives make a note of 
this fact. 
THE NEW ATTEMPT ON THE CZAR’S LIFE. 
Nihilism bas resumed its mad efforts to 
slay the Czar of Russia, and, as usual, has 
characterized its operations by blundering 
and failure. The plot was a very stupid one, 
and, even if it had wrecked the train upon 
which he was a passenger, there is no cer- 
tainty that he would have been injured. The 
would-be assasin occupied a house near the 
railroad, in the suburbs of Moscow, and dug 
a passageway or tunnel from its cellar to the 
road-bed of the railroad, along which was 
laid a train of powder connecting with a 
barrel of it under the road over which the 
Imperial train must pass, which was to be 
fired by u battery in the house. The infernal 
machine operated with success, making a gap 
in the road-bed nearly five feet deep, sixteen 
feet long, and eighteen feet broad, but fort- 
unately the Imperial baggage train was 
wrecked instead of the passenger train, upon 
which the Czar had arrived safely in Moscow 
half an hour previous, and no one was in- 
jured, though eight carriages were wrecked 
and one of them blown to atoms. 
The Czar has enjoyed more of the san- 


guinary attentions of bungling assasins than 
any of his contemporaries. Ex-Queen Isa- 
BELLA Of Spain, Vicrornra of England, and 
Amati of Greece, have once or twice been 
exposed to danger. Francis Josupa of Aus- 
tria, in 1853, was wounded while walking on 
the ramparts in Vienna by a Hungarian 
tailor. The Emperor of Germany was shot 
at once in 1861 and twice in 1878, but this is 
the fourth attempt that has been made upon 
the life of the Ozar. The only ruler of our 
times who can beat his record was Napo.zon 
III., who was fired at with revolvers and ful- 
minating bombs no less than six times. The 
first attack was made upon the Czar April 6, 
1866, by a Pole named Dntrrur Karaxvsorr, 
but the assasination was foiled by a peasant, 
who was ennobled for his bravery. The sec- 
ond was made in 1867 bya Pole named 
Bzrecowsxy, during the Paris Expo- 
sition, at a review in the Bois de 
Boulogne. The third was made April 14, 
1879, and immediately followed the horri- 
ble massacre of Russian students in the tun- 
nel they had made through which to escape 
from the cruelties practiced upon them in 
the Kieff prison. While walking near the 
palace in St. Petersburg, the Czar was fired 
upon five times by Sorowzer, a retiredem- 
ploye from the Department of the Minister 
of Finance, but escaped through the bun- 
gling marksmanship of the villain. Upon this 
occasion, as now, the Ozar, on receiving the 
congratulations of the people, attributed his 
rescue to the interposition of Divine Provi- 
dence. While this testifies very eloquently 
to the Czat’s feeling of personal responsi- 
bility to Gop, it at the same time is quite as 
remarkable and certainly very fortanate that 
all his would-be assasins have been wretched 
bunglers and poor marksmen. Had Sv10o- 
wirer been such a marksman as WILkes 
Boorn, for instance, the Ozar would have 
had no opportunity to receive congratula- 
tions, or to ascribe his escape, to any cause. 
The year 1879 has been fruitfal in the 
work of the Nihilist assasins. Twice they 
have attempted the Czar's life. In Februrary 
Vera Sassvuxiog killed the Chief of Police of 
St. Petersburg, and another revolutionist 
slew Kraporxnrz, the Governor of Kharkoff, 
an inhuman monster. In March, Gen. Von 
Dexntetix, the Chief of Gendarmerie at St. 
Petersburg, was shot at, and in April the 
President of the Oourt-Martial at Kharkoff 
narrowly escaped death. Numerous minor 
functionaries were fired at without effect, 
however, and hundreds of suspected con- 
spirators were sent to the mines of Siberia 
or to the various military prisons in Eastern

on the one hand was met by military rigor 


ariila they were aiming at,—that wall which sep- 
aretes the ruler from his people, and through 
which lay the only way to the monarch; this they 
declared must be broken down, if not in 8 pegcea- 
ble way, then by force, They further demanded a 
Constitution, the suppression’ of his Majesty's 
private chancellery.— commonly called ide Third 
Division,’—the abolition of corporal punishmest 
with the stick in prisons, better treatment of po- 
litical prisorera, reform in the courts of justice, 
and changes in the procedure in preliminary ex- 
aminations under the secret police. 

However much Nihilism may disclaim as- 
sasination as one of: its agencies, it is evi- 
dent from the address of the Ozar to the 
people of Moscow that he holds it responsi- 
ble. In that address he says: ‘‘Anxious 
only for the welfare of Russia, I have placed 
myself in the hands of Providence; hut aedi- 
tion must be extirpated. I appeal therefore 
to you and to all right-minded people to aid 
me in the eradication of this evil which has 
taken root in Russia.” These are significant 
words, and they mean the renewal of rigorous 
measures against the revolutionisis. We 
may expect to hear of moré arrests, banish- 
ments, and executions, to be followed in 
turn by more attempts at assasination. 
There is no pity or consideration on either 
side. It is a gigantic struggle between a 
despotic Government and an enemy working 
in the dark, the saddest result of which will 
be that many innocent persons must suffer 
from the blind rage of the Government, 


THE SEYMOUR “ BOOM.” 

The Szxymour boom seems to be gain- 
ing strength among the Democratic politi- 
cians who are assembled at Washington’? It 
is based upon the assumption that Szrmour 
can carry New York State, winch is indis- 
pensable to the Democratic program ; but it 
seems to be indifferent to two very impor- 
tant considerations, —viz.: (1) That Szrwoor, 
through his next friend, Senator Kernan, 
continues to positively decline to run under 
any circumstances, in which determination 
he will be strengthened by therecollection of 
his former defeat when the nomination was 
forcsd upon him against his better judgment; 
and (2) that the Nati system of super- 
vision, which the Democrats have made such 
desperate but futile efforts to repeal, will 
probably prevent a repetition of the frauds 
whereby New York was carried for Szyrmove 
in 1868. Nevertheless there seems to be a 
very general disposition among the Demo- 
crats of the South to turn to Szrmovurn.as a 
means for avoiding Trip, and this dispo- 
sition will probably be enlarged by Senator 
Baraxgp's fauz pas in leading the movement 
for repealing the legal-tender quality of the 
greenbacks. That action will cost Bayarp 
many friends among the Western and South- 


ern Democrats, who will readily go over to.

He 
says himself that he knows how unimportant 
the office of Vice-President really is, and 
intimates that, at his age, he would rather 
have a seat in the Senate, but is not a candi- 
date for either place. Senator McDonatp 
laughs modestly at the suggestion that he is 

the proper man for the second place on the 
Democratic ticket, and he is so stanch a 
friend to Hzenpricks that he will probably 
not permit his friends to urge his own 
claims. In the meantime, the conviction is 
growing that the Republicans will carry both 
New York and Indiana, and, before the time 
for nominating shall come around, the Dem- 

ocrats may find it nevessary to change their 
tactics altogether.

The Cincinnati Commercial is adv g 
the minting by the Government of small gold 
coins, expecting that if they be made plenti- 
ful they will come into general use. There 
is no possible objection to the coinage of

coined on account of the United States. The 
gold coined on private account is mainly put 
into the form of double-eagles, and much of 
it is retained in the shape of bars. Still the 
mints might be employed in producing the 
$5 and $10 coins, but that they will ever 
come into universal use so long as there are 
paper notes of small denominations is not to 
be expected, Even when there was no ailver 
in circulation the number of one and 
“two” dollar bills in circulation was 
comparatively small. The total amount of 
fractional paper currency actually in circula- 
tion was probably never greater than twenty- 
five millions of dollars. In other countries 
a metallic currency is kept in use by the 
prohibition of paper money of small de- 
nominations. All our large transactions are 
performed by bank checks, bills of ex- 
change, or paper money. As our bank-notes 
and our greqnbacks have an equal value with 
coin, their convenience will always com- 
mend them in preference to either gold or 
silver coin, so long as they can be had. This 
preference for paper, which forces the silver 
to remain in use in the Treasury, has an

were limited to those of ten dollars and up-

pieces and the silver dollars would of necessity 
enter into general use in all small transactions. 


Mr. Burcnarp, the Director of the Mint, 


gives as the best estimate of the gold and 
silver in circulation in European countries 
the following figures: Great Britain, $618,- 
620,000 gold coin, $93,376,000 silver coin, 
the latter entirely of a subsidiary character ; 
total specie circulation, 8711, 996,000; Ger- 
many, 8328, 168, 462 of gold and 8214, 939, 
957 of silver, or a total specie circulation of 
$543,108,419; France, gold, 8466, 788,000; 
silver, $425,844, 850. 

It will be seen that the capacity to absorb 
silyer currency is largely measured by the 
absence of paper money of small denomina- 
tions. Even in Holland, where the single 
gold standard is in force, the amount of sil- 
ver in circulation is about double that of the 
gold. 

If Congress take any action whatever in 
the matter of amending the currency laws, it 
should in the first instance provide for a cheap 
money-order system, by which sums of five 
dollars and less may be remitted at a total 
charge of not more than five cents, and then, 
the main use for paper money of small de- 
nomination ceasing to exist, the small gold 
coins and the silver dollars will become in 
this country, as in all others, the general 
currency of the people. 


An official report has at length been made 
of the investigation into the management of 
the Milwaukee House of Correction, concern- 
ing which scandal considerable has already 
been said in the public prints. The Commit- 
tee of the Board of Supervisors have submit- 
ted their report, which declares that Super- 
intendent Hassz has been guilty of violating 
nearly every rule adopted for the regulation 
of the prison, and recommend his instant 
dismissal. Hassx has taken the hint and 
resigned, and his successor has already been 
selected. As to the food for the prisqners, 
while the Commuttee agree that it was not 
generally as bad as some of the convicts 
swore it was, there were times when portions 
of it were utterly unfit for any human being. 
Bat the great crying evil of the prison was 
the eruel and utterly inhuman punishment 
inflicted on the helpless inmates by the igno- 
rant and brutal keepers, from the Superin- 
tendents down to the lowest watchman in 
this den of the Devil. The Committee fur- 
nish this testimony, taken during the investi- 
gation, and embody it in their report, as a 
specimen of the way’ prisoners are reformed 
in this ‘‘ House of Correction ”: 

„CAN Kerrie swears that Ke_iy came one day 
and struck him, and knocked him down; that efter 
he got up he again knocked him down. We went 
out of the shop. I was walking in front of him 
when he struck me twice, once on each side of the 
head, from which I fell, and was stunned by the 
blow. Was then put in fhe dark cell.’ Orro 
JaNsEN testifies that under Kennepy saw Officer 
Teuan knock a man down from the ranks and 
laugh at him. There was silly fellow (prisoner), 
and Isaw Teman and DatLey puja cross on him 
to make fun of him; saw Tzuax knock a crippled 
old man down-stairs because he did not work fast 
enough. 

„Cunts EpwvuxpDs swears he saw KENNEDY 
strike a prisoner named Carson in the face. The 
prisoner said to Krennzepr not to strike 
him. Kunnepr said. Go on, you Gop 
damn pickpocket, I will strike you.’ 
‘Kennzpy,’ he says, struck at me, but 
did not touch me. I saw Bua Don atrike a 
person named Barnes, —this was under Kz DY, 
struck him over the head with a chair-rack, and 
struck bim after he was down. Have seen two or 
three gagged under Hassz. I have been gagged by 
Hass. : 

Jom Buss testifies that when he took me ont 
of the dark cell Kennepy struck metwice. Saw 
him strike a prisoner named Moran on the back 
with his cane. He saw several persons kicked and 
struck by Burke. Saw the gag used several times 
under KENNWD T. Ricuarp Bum struck me 
twice when I had the gag on and was handcuffed. 
Have heard the officers G— d— the prisoners under 
KENNEDY. RicHanp FPRAZEN testifies that Oscar 
Annzr complained to Kunwepy that he could aot 
work on the food. Kgnnepy replied, *G— d— 
you, I'll put you where you need not work.’ Have 
seen Officers kick men on the shins when in the 
ranks.” 

Forty other witnesses testified substan- 
tially to the same sort of treatment. But 
the most terrible punishment was the “ buck 
and gag.” The gag consisted of a block of 
wood two inches square and two inches 
long. This was jammed into the-prisong’s 
mouth, the straps tightly buckled behind 
and over his head so as to keep it in place, 
and his hands tied securely behind his back 
so that it could not be removed. It often 
produced bleeding at the nose, vomiting, 
swelling of the eyes, and the most exeru- 
ciating torment. A man who could invent 
and apply such a hellish device for inflict- 
ing pain upon a fellow-mortal might be 
quoted as proof of the theory of total 
depravity that no argument can weaken and 
no logic overtufn. The crmes for which 
many of these poor creatures were sentenced 
to this infernal Bastile sink into comparative 
insignificance with the criminality and fiend- 
ishness of those in authority, including the 
Board of Supervisors, who are directly re- 
sponsible for its mismanagement, and the 
State Board of Charities and Reform, whose 
members pretended to exercise a supervisory 
control over the institution, Then the 
dark cell was another relic of the 
dark days of the Spanish Inquisition. 
It was built of stone,—floor, roof, and sides ; 
too low to stand erect in, and too short to lie 
down in. A slit in the door a few inches 
wide furnished the only means of ventilation. 
Into this infernal den men and women were 
thrust without a bed, and kept for days and 
weeks on a bread-and-water diet. A wooden 
bucket with a wooden cover was put in for 
the prisoner’s use, and this was emptied once 
in three days. No webder that there comes

A WISCONSIN MURDER TRIAL. 
*Bpeciat Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Toman, Wis., Dec. 8.—Yesterday was the 
date fixed for the trial ef W. H. Cochran, the 
Grand Rapids bank-cashier, for the murder of 
Hayden, the noted Greenbacker and 
y Judge of Wood County. The case has 


Cou 


excited much interest, owing to the prominence 


of the parties concerned, and also to the facts 
that they had been brother Freemasons’ and 
warm personal friends for many years. The 
miniature lumbering city, which is located upon 
the Wisconsin Valley and the Green Bay & 
Minnesota Railway lines, about fifty miles from 
Tomab, was found pretty well filled with visitors, 
including many prominent Masons and business- 
men of neighboring places. As very little has 
been published concerning the shooting and the 
numerous exciting and intricate circumstances 
which led to it, I will take the liberty of di- 
gressing slightly from the matter of the trial 
and give the readers of Tos Trisvune a brief 
history of Cochran and bis victim and their 
families. 

W. H. Cochran war born in Cattaraugus 
County, New York, thirty-seven years ago. In 
1861 be entered the Federal army and served for 
three years. After this he was given a clerk- 
ship. in the War Department at Washington, 
and remained in that position until 1966, soon 
after which he married and came to Wisconsin. 
While stopping with an uncle in Buffalo, prior 
to the War, he became acquainted with Miss 
Darling, of Glenn’s Falls, whom he married 
about the time that he decided to permanently 
settle in Grand Ravids. He owns an foterest in 
the First National Bank, of the latter place, and 
is Cashier of the institution, besides which he 
operates a shingle- mill, acd possesses consider- 
able other property, including one of the best 
residences in Centralia, the twin village of 
Grand Kapids. He is a handsome and popular 
man, quite soldierly in bis bearing. His char- 
acteristics are a quiet firmness and independ- 
ence in business and an unobtrusmve, gentle 
manner in social conversation. He has always 
been a Republican since becoming a voter, but 
he supported Hayden for the County Judgeship 
a year ago last spring. 

Henry Hayden, the dead man, was an Irish 
Protestant, 34 years of age at the time of his 
death. Like Cochran, he bad been a Union 
soldier, serving first as a private, and subse- 
quently as a Captain,in the Thirty-fifth Wiscon- 
sin Infantry. Prior to the Rebellion he had 
studied law, and when }e quit the service of his 
country be located in iwell County, Missouri, 
for the practice of his profession. For a time be 
beld the position of Judge of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas in Caldwell County, which office was 
abolished wiile he was the incumbent. In i869 
he was married to an estimable young lady of 
Son Prairie, Wis., which town had been and still 
is the home of the sevior Hayden family. It was 
in 1874 that Mr. Hayden located in Grand 
Rapids. Up to this time he had been a 
Revublican, but ia 1875 he joined the 
Democrats, and in 1877 came out a@ireenbacker, 
receiving the nomination for the Attorney- 
Generalship on the ticket beaded by Edward P. 
Allis, the Milwaukee manufacturer. He was a 
tall, spare man, with raven-black hair and sharp, 
pleasant features. He was a good orator and a 
fairy successful attorney, considering his age. 
Hie made numerous enemies, politically and pro- 
fessionally. Cochran ranked as one of his best 
friends, and frequently took pains to defena 
him when he found bim assailed in conversa- 
tion. 

The wires of the two men, although living 
within sight of each other’s homes, did not be- 
come acquainted until the fall of 1878. At the 
County Fair that year Judge Hayden introduced 
himself to Mrs. Cochran, and soon afterward 
presented his wife, who was at the exhibition. 

The manner of forming this Acquaintaficeship 
gratified Mrs. Cochran's love for flirtation. Had 
there not been subsequent trouble between the 
parties, this violation of social custom might 
bave passed without comment, as they had long 
known each other by sicht, aud it was natural 
that they should become acquainted, Judge 
Hayden and Mrs. Cochran frequently met upon 
the streets alter this, and he took pains to say 
to her that he was glad that they had become 
acquainted, and hoped they would become 
good friends. This kind of talk fell 
upon attentive ears, and it was not long until 
they began meeting clandestinely and writing 
‘ Mrs. Cochran is a petite, 
good-looking woman, now 30 years of age. The 
ease in which she has lived, the flattery to which 
she was subject, and her pretty face proved her 


ruin. 5 
THE EXPOSURE. 

It was not until the following June that 
Cochran came to learn of this intimacy between 
his wife and the Judge. While the lady was on 
a visit to friends in Minnesota he was informed 
that a lively correspondence was going on be- 
tween them. Three or four davs later be.inter- 
cepted a letter from bis wife to Harden which 
revealed the terribie situation. This letter 
your correspondent had the pieasure of perus- 
ing. Itwaadressed ** My Darling Harry,” and 
referred to the joy of their last meeting; said 
that, according to promise, she had refrained 
from flirting in Miunesota, and that she longed 
to return home 6o their nice times could de re- 
newed. It is a lengthy epistie, and contains 
nothing but this style of gush from beginning 
toend. Her busband immediately ordered her 
to return home, when he confronted her with

The Cashier returned to, Grand Rapids, 
and gave himself up, lying in jail ali night, 
strovgl+ guarded by his friends, who feared an 
attempt tolynch him. The excitement reached 
frensy, and for a time the village was unsafe, 
threats of incendierism aud shooting being 
freely inaulged in against the Cochran faction. 
Next day Cocbran gave bail in the sum of $10,- 
000, and was released. It may here be fittingly 
stated that the two Grand Rapids newspapers, 
the Tribune and the Reporter, had taken up the 
scandal against Hayden during the summer, 
and the publishers Were both under prosecution 
for libel by him, The Freemasons held a spe-- 
cial meeting to examine the charges against the 
Judge, and, after a session which lasted 
neatly all one night, he was convicted of the 
seduction of a ter Mason’s wife and other 
ing conduct, and expelled from the 
Chapter by a vote of 33 to 5. Mrs. Cochran 
withdrew — from the eyes of the world 
after her confession to ber husband and the 
Masonic trial. To your reporter, who calied 
upon her yesterday, she described the manner 
in which her acquaintanceship with Judge Hay- 
den was formed, and said that she could now 
see bis wicked designs from the first, and did 
not blame her husband for the part he had 
taken in the sorrowful affeir. She added that 
she had ceased to dent her guilt. By 
means of the Masonic trial, Mrs. Cochran’s con- 
Tession, and the letter written dy her to Judge 
Hayden while she was in Minnesota, there is 
only one conclusion to be reached gegarding the 
scandal. Had Cochran been prompt in taking 
vengeance he would have lese biamed.

Fourth—That these resolutions, with our names 
thereto attached, printed, and that a committee 
of three be appdinted by the Chairman, who are 
instructed to cause printed capies thereof to be 80 
distributed in W County as to give general no- 
tice of our purposes.

THE HANGING OF TRACY. 

SmetTuport. Pa., Dec. 4—Andrew Tracy was 
hanged here to-day for the murder of Catharine 
Reiliy in September, 1878. Tracy passed nearly 
all his time to-day in devotional exercises. Five 
priests were with bim in Wis cell. fle was con- 
ducted to the scaffold at 2 p.m. At 2:10 the 
Sheriff cut the trap-rope, and the culprit fell to 
the floor of the corridor, the knot-end of the 
rope loosening. 

A new rope was obtained, and Tracy was 
lifted to the platform again, and the Sheriff cut 
tue trap-rope again. This time Tracy’s neck 
was broken. 

The execution took place in the corridor of 
the jail. The gallows had been put in position 
It did not differ in appearance from 
that generally in use in. Pennsylvania. In place 


of a rope encircling a beam, a bar of iron was 
attached to a ring fastened in the ceiling. Join- 


ing the ber is an iron chain, to which was at- 


tached a rope that was placed around Tracy’s 
neck. The Sheriff stood on the scaffold while 
he eut the rope that let down the trap-doors. 


Tracy was reconciled to his fate. He aban- 


doned hope when the Supreme Court, a few 
days ago, refused to reopen the case, after the 
Board of Appeals had twice refused to recom- 
mend him to the Governor for clemency. 


When the Board first decided against 


him he attempted to get a vial of mor_ 
phine or laudanum, writing a note on the mar. 
gin of a newspaper, with a request for these 
poisons, and passing the note out of his cell. 
When the Board refused a second time ta, rec- 
ommend him to mercy, he refused to eat apy- 
thing for a week, but changed his mind when 
informed that force would be used to com pel 
him to take nourishment. 


He bequeathed his remains to a relative, with 


the request that they be disposed of according

THE HAYDEN TRIAt. 
ect Dispatch to The Tribune 

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 4—In the Hayden 
trial to-day Susan Hawley, who has given testi- 
mony so damaging regarding Hayden's 
relations with the murdered girl, ber 
half-Astery, Mary Stannard, was under 
a strong fire of i cross-cxamination 
until noon. The defense did not materiaily 
weaken her dtory on any essential point. She 
explained the somewhat mysterious relations of 
the old man Benjamin Stevens with her family 
by saying that he was engaged in charcoal- 
burning with ber fatner, and frequently was at 
the house for meals, and otherwise as mere con- 
venience. He paid his share of the ex- 
penses for provisions. An attempt to se- 
cure admissions from which improper 
intimacy between Stevens and witness and 
the murdered girl might be drawn were wholly 
unsnceessful.i4 On the day of the murder 
Stevens was at the house when Mary started 
for the woods, and witness admitted that she 
could not tell whether he went in the same 
direction. However, it has been shown by 
other witnesses that he went straight home by 
the public road, and the grave suspicions once 
entertained against him are now dissipated. 
An attempt was made, on cross-examination, to 
discredit the witness as to her statement of 
Mary’s declaration that Hayden was the cause 
of her pregnancy. This was by showing that the 
witness had talked with various persons about 
the trial, and that counsel for the 
State had recently read to her 
an abstract of ber testimony which bad been re- 
duceito writing.

THE CANAL PROJECT. 


Opiniens by a Person Who Knows the Lay 
of the Land, 

New Tonk, Dec. 4—Francis W. Rice, for 
many years United States Consul at Aspinwall, 
to which post he was appointed by President 
Lincotn, has contributed to the Boston Herald 
a chapter on interoceanic canal literature. Mr. 
Rice says the Panama route, in contrast with 
the Nicaragua route, would be 600 to 700 miles 
nearer to the great cities and the rich trade of 
the South Pacific, comprising Ecuador, Pern, 
Bolivia, and Chili, while the facilities the canal 
at Panama would give to the immense Magda- 
lena and Colombia coast trade on both oceans, 
that would centre at Panama and Aspinwall for 
all parts of the world, would more than over- 
balance the opening up of a small portion of 
Nicaragua, and the little gain in distance to and 
from the ports of Guatemala, Honduras, aad 
Salvador. Costa Rica would not be mucd at- 
fected by the choice of the other route. The 
Panama route would have deep, safe harbors on 
both sides by placing a slight brealjy 
Aspinwall. The Panama Railroad, 
alongside of which the canal cut, 
would immensely add to the facility with which 
the work could be constructed. lt would not 
take half the time to complete d that the 
Nicaragua route would require. There would 
be only forty miles of towage for sailing vessels 
over Param, against 182 miles over Nica- 
ragua route. —an immense difference in fayor of 
the Panama In the expense of the ie ogy Mr. 
Rice adds that if the canal is "ot ® on the 
proposed route of De Lesseps, it will be made, he 
thinks, over a still shorter one,—the San Bias 
route in the neighborhood of the City of Pan-

Scarcely an hour later the vessel 
13388 and just before she went down Radford 
n into the cabin forthe purpose of rescuing an 
aged female cook who had refased tocome on deck. 
The water was neck-deep in the cabin. and he was 
forced to effect a retreat by diving out through the 
main entrance door, leaving the poor wom- 
an, who was no dou bt already 
dead, behind. During the present trip on 
the Prinee Alfred he had a wrist sprained while 
leaving Chicago. and, as if this experience was not 
sufficient, a huge wave swept him 12 * the deck 
and partially over the rail, off Two Mvers Point, 
night beforé last. But for the fact that he man- 
aged to cling te the rail witha leg and arm, he 
would have gone overboard and beén lost. To 
wind up the chapter of mishaps, Radford, as stated 
above, hadaleg fractured yesterday. Evidently 
he was not born to die a natural death. At any 
rate he proposes to keep out of harm’s way for a 
season, and left this afterneon by rail for Kings- 
ton, Canada, where a good wife and bright family 
of children anxiously await his coming. Radford 
bed no insurance on the Reney. The Prince Al- 
fred also belonged to him antil the present trip to 
Chicago, when he sold her to a gentieman named 

McRea, of that city.

Lexington (Ky.) Press. 

The Agricultural and Mechanical College of 
Kentucky has raised, by student-labor, on the 
sixty-five acres of arable ground which it culti- 
vated, the following: 1,800 bushels of corn, 
600 bushels of Irish 1 potatoes, seventy bushels 
of sweet potatoes, 278 bushels of wheat, 200 
bushels of turnips, seven tons of Hangarian 
grass and white millet. Besides growing its 
own tomato, cabbage, and sweet potato plants, 
it sold plants amounting to over $50. It has 
disbursed a Jarge amount for student-labor. 
The pay-roll this last month amounted to over 
$150. Notwithstanding these expenditures it 
has still a considerable balance in the treasury, 
besides havim on hand most of last year’s crop. 
Its matriculation list last year was 50 per cent 
over that of the preceding year, and the matrica- 
lation list of the present, so far, exceeds that of 
last year by 30 per cent. These facts show that, 
under economical and jadicious management, 
the success of an agricultural college is certain.
